MUCH GOOD TO ADVANCE FARMING

TEXARKANA, Ark., Dec. ! '• — A 
fine tribute was paid to the Dallas 
Morning News and the Semi-W eekly 
Farm News during the closing horn 
of

Texas-Arkansas 
Fertilizer 
School, when Prof. J. C. Pridmore of 
the soil improvement committee of 
the 
Southern Fertilizer Association 
said that these papers 
had 
done 
more to dispell 
fallacious 
notions 
about commercial fertilizer burning 
up crops than any other agency. 
The “more cotton on fewer acres” 
contest, Prof. Pridmore said, is th" 
biggest agricultural achievement in 
many years, and its value in stimu 
lating better farm ing methods a! 
over Texas is recognized far beyond 
the confines of this State. 
Much 
enthusiasm 
was 
aroused 
when 
W. 
N. 
Darkness plantation 
manager for 
the G. S. beachman 
farm at Hooks, in Bowie county, 
was called on to tell how he produc­ 
ed almost eight bales on five non ( 
in the cotton contest conducted by 
the above papers. 
He said he had 
used more than 2,500 pounds of coni 
mercial fertilizer an acre, and no? 
a stalk of cotton showed 
signs of 
burning or damage of any kind, in 
spite of the severest drouth in forty 
years. 
On the contrary, the effect 
of fertilizer could be told to the Ins* 
row, and has been the means of get 
ting hundreds of Bowie county far 
mers interested in commercial plant 
food for next season. 
Bowie Farmer* in Conte»t. 
County Agent W. R- Holsey sai l 
187 Bowie county farmers had en­ 
tered the cotton contest and not one 
of them suffered any damage from 
effect on heavy fertilizing and tho 
smallest 
yield 
made by those who 
finished 
was 
three 
and 
one-half 
bales on five acres and the highest 
seven and one-half bales. 
Following 
the close of the two-day sessions, soil 
experts and visitors 
drove to the 
Darkness farm to inspect the cont. t 
cotton. 
A. K. Short, assistant director >!

and M. College, presided, and him 
self delivered an address in which 
he urged East Texas farmers to put 
humus back into the land to inn 
its waterholding capacity and make 
commercial

He said that livestock farming 
was the basis of prosperity in nearly 
all successful States and countries 
and that Texas would have to fit I iv 
stock raising into general 
farming 
Crop rotation, said Mr Short, in I?

E. A. Miller of the extension serv­ 
ice told of the value of barnyard fer­ 
tilizer as applied to crops in genera 
and to truck crops in particular.

Dr. J. N. Harper, director of the

W. R. Grace & Co., of New York, re 
lated the success of South Carolina 
and other Southeastern State* far­

where

from 1,200 to 1,800 pounds of seed 
cotton an acre were obtained by itc 
proper use on well-managed 
farm1* 
He said that plenty of nitrogen will 
beat the boll weevil, because it en 
abled the plants to set more fruit 
than the weevils 
can destroy. 
Dr 
Harper’s statem ent was borne out by 
charts showing cotton yields made 
in Alabama on soil types similar to 
East Texas, presented by Prof D. J 
Burleson, extension 
agronomist of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. 
T. Roy Reid, assistant director of 
t h e 
Arkansas 
extension 
service, 
sketched the value of the agricultu­ 
ral colleges to the States in which 
they operate, and said that Arkansas 
had maintained her cotton yield bv 
scientific farming methods, in spite 
of an annual loss of from $25,000,- 
000 to $ IO.OOO.OOO 
from that in­ 
sect’s depredations. 
Stanford Addr*** Inspiring. 
Probably the most inspiring ad 
dress was made by J. E. Stanford, 
district agent of the Texas extension 


service, who said that book farming 
no frequently scoff cfi ut by farmers, 
was nothing more than carrying es­ 
sential farm ing information to the 
public for their use. Those who used 
this information profit by it, Mr. 
Stanford 
said. 
He saw no d iffer­ 
ence 
between 
book 
preachers or 
book teachers and book farmers. All 
had their proper place in the scheme 
of modern life and all were indis­ 
pensable. 
“It is not the business 
of the agricultural colleges to give 
advice, but to band out useful infor­ 
mation 
collected 
f r o m 
various 
sources, including experim ent sta­ 
tions and successful farmers every­ 
where. 
The 
agricultural 
colleges 
were supplying successful farm lead­ 
ership in educating the youth of the 
State for this important work. There 
wore enough ‘elbow-grease’ farmers, 
but not enough farm leaders,” Mr. 
Stanford said. 
“As a result of the 
farm education carried to all parts 
of the State, East Texas this year, in 
the face of the severest drouth in 
a lifetim e, produced 88 per cent of 
its normal quota of cotton. 
This 
could not have been done tw enty 
years ago,” he said, “because farm ­ 
ing pro (ices were less perfected.” 
The general opinion here is that 
the Arkansas-Texss fertilizer school 
has accomplished much good, 
and
